If in cold blood in each country a vote of the 
men and women were taken, for or against war, 
it is certain a majority would oppose it. But the 
peoples have confided the command of their gov- 
ernments to a ruling class. Rather, as to Ger- 
many and Russia and Austria-Hungary, they may 
be said to have failed thus far to wrest entire 
command of their governments from the hands 
of the hereditary ruling class. So, when the hour 
strikes in which, for their own gain or glory or 
security the rulers deem it imperative to go to 
war, they push the button and the peoples, caught 


of fear-inspired patriotism, go forth to fight the 
rulers’ battles. 


A Present Loss; a Future Gain. 

General European war would halt every demo- 
cratic movement among the HDuropean peoples; 
it would substitute, for the very large measure 
of self-government which they have gained by 
political agitation during the past 30 years, the 


that the long pendulum of democracy, in its re- 
action following the declaration of a new peace, 
would swing much farther forward than it had 
ever gone before. The peoples would all be 
profoundly impressed with the monstrous in- 
sanity of such warfare: there are no friends 
firmer than those who have fought and made 
truce: 
“The peoples meet, recoil, and blend, 


Lo, each hag made the other free, 
And each man finds his foe a friend.” 


History teaches nothing if it does not teach 
that the- soil of liberty is watered with the 
blood of martyrs.” It may happen that the 
ultimate fruit of the great war, if it comes, will 
be the abolition of monarchies, the birth of new 
republics, the obliteration of frontiers artificial 
and oppressive, and therefore full of menace. 


Fighting in Land, Sea and Air. 
Should the cloud that now envelopes the pur- 
poses of Germany, Russia, France and Great 
Britain lift to disclose their armed forces in 
motion for battle, the earth will witness for the 
first time the utilization, on a worldwide scale, 
of all of the modern engines of warfare. The 
superdreadnaughts, the submarines and the de- 
stroyers of the sea, the latest types of field 
artillery, and, more dramatic than either, the aero- 
planes and the dirigibles of the upper air. There 
will be naval conflicts fought up in the clouds; 
night flights by 500-foot Zeppelins carrying each 
a score or more of soldiers equipped to drop ex- 
plosives into foreign cities, and scouting mono- 
planes and biplanes mapping the enemy’s field 


heights beyond the reach of rifie fire. During 
the last year’s British army maneuvers all et- 
forts at concealing the movements of bodies of 
troops were made ridiculous by the aeroplane 
scouts. Henceforth nothing that an army at- 
tempts in the field can be concealed from its 
foemen if the latter be provided, as all the Bu- 
ropean Powers are, with air fleets.

The way to stop wholesale thiev- 
ing in high places is to put some of the big 
thieves behind the bars, where they so ruthlessly 
consign the little thieves that now and then 
offend against them. 

The deadliest blow that could be struck at 
this people's respect for and faith in the insti- 
tutions of free government would be the cowardly 
failure by State and National Governments to 
prosecute the New Haven rascgis to the full 
axtent of the law. 
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A TRAINMEN’S COMPLAINT. 

A correspondent points out that while wages 
of enginemen and firemen have increased from 
$4.01 and $2.28 in 1903 to $5.10 and $3.09 per 100 
railes in 1913, the average tonnage of trains has 
increased from 980 to 8600 tons and from 50 to 100 
cars in the same period. This, while not given by 
Presidents Stone and Carter as one of the princi- 
pai causes of the proposed strike, is undoubtedly 
a cause of dissatisfaction among the men. Hav- 
ing printed the schedule of increases in pay, the 
Post-Dispatch makes this phase of the controversy 
public in the interest of fair play. 
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A SLUMP IN ‘‘NATION-WIDB.’’ 

The defeated candidate for Governor of Texas 
was nominated in a State mass convention pledged 
to nation-wide prohibition. He was indorsed by 
Senator Sheppard, a “nationwider.” Texas Demo- 
crats decisively defeated him, and rejected a pro- 
position to write State-wide prohibition into her 
own Constitution. 

Adoption of a nation-wide constitutional 
amendment without the co-operation of the 
Southern States is unthinkable; and Texas made it 
plain that the Southern States, although they 
may fayor county or even state-wide prohibition, 
are still far from being ready to ask for a Fed- 
eral mandate on that subject. 

The “nation-wide” campaign is henceforth, until 
the South forgets ite ancient doctrine of state 
sovereignty in local affairs, a theme for temper- 
auce evangelists and theorists, but not for prac- 
tical statesmen. And this will continue to be true 
even when the gradual growth of temperance sen- 
timent brings a very large majority of all the 
Sonthern voters under the rule of prohibition in 
local districts.

on Thursday, during the court proceedings in 
Paris, that he is entitled to the prize. Mme. Guey- 
dan, Caillaux’s divorced wife, who was the inno- 
cent party in the separation, had been testify- 
ing. She had not only borne herself becomingly, 
but there were evidences of lingering affection 
for her former husband. Then Caillaux advanced 
to the bar and made a scene. At an impulsive pro- 
test from Mme. Gueydan, Caillaux shouted: 
Wet me finish. You: did not want divorce. 
Nevertheless, whatever wrongs were on my side 
were handsomely compensated for. I gave you 
98,000 francs alimony. Tou had not a centime 
when I married you; I gave you 200,000 francs.”

IMPOSSIBLE IN AMERICA. 

Louisville Courier-Journal: A Caillaux in 
American politics might be forgiven marital dis- 
loyalty. He could not hope to be pardoned the 
crass brutality that makes it possible for a man 
publicly to insult a wife he previously betrayed 
and abandoned for a liaison with a woman of 
shady adventures. 

In France, perhaps, this gross demonstration 
of the utter absence of gentlemanliness, and of 
manliness, as the terms are understood in Amer- 
ica. will be considered a mere incident of the 
trial. A good deal of French literature celebrates 
the illicit affair. The loyal husband or wife fig- 
ures as the stupid and uninteresting character. 
The “lovers” are the persons in the story with 
whom the reader must sympathize. French senti- 
ment may be lenient toward the frankness of a 
man whose behavior in court suggests the poesi- 
bility that his hat would pass through his collar 
without touching it. In America no such leni- 
ency would be shown. 


SEL™-HYPNOTIZED. 

New York Sunt: To the normal intellect 
there is no stranger puzzle than the state of mind 
which precedes and in a sense causes a crime of 
passion. What can this woman, Mme. Caillaux, 
no longer in her first youth, have been thinking 
of that March evening when, after a day of com- 
monplace doings and as a prelude to a dinner 
party, she stepped into the office of her husband’s 
enemy to shoot him down in cold blood, to commit 
a crime that was going to thrill all Christendom, 
incidentally, so to speak, to her ordinary domestic 
and social occupations? 

One can only conjecture that she moved and 
acted in a sort of trance condition. By some 
process of autohypnosis she must have blunted her 
natural faculties, her judgment, reasoning power, 
conscience, her ary common sense and ob- 
servation of thin Steeped at last in an opaque 
atmosphere of cold passion, she seems to have lost 
appreciation alike of moral obligations and prac- 


tleal results. 
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A WAR OF RACES. { 
Detroit Free Press: War between Austria 
and Servia would mean on Austria's part pri- 
marily an effort to humiliate and break down the 
influence of the Serb people wherever found in 
Southeastern Europe. On the side of Servia and 
her closest qympathizers it would mean, beside 
a struggle for existence, a war of the Slav race 
against the Teuton. 


A PERILOUS GAME. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: Unless Servia can ob- 
tain the active support of the great Slav empire, 
it cannot hope to resist Austrian demands. Re- 
perts come that the Russian Foreign Minister 
has warned the German Ambassador at St. Peters- 
burg that Russia will not permit Servian territory 
to be invaded by Austria, Self-interest in main- 
taining Servia as a buffer against Austrian ad- 
vance to the Russian frontier as well as racial 
sympathy may impel Russia to act. But it is by 
no means certain, even if Russia did stand back 
of Servia, that hostilities would ensue. The 
mobilization of armies is part of the game. Before 
now it has won points in the Near East without 
a blow being struck. The complications of the 
triple alliance and the triple entente are the best 
guarantee of peace, Italy is not likely to en- 
thuse in a war for Austria’s benefit. France and 
England are not likely to encourage Russia to 
draw the sword and plunge them also into war. 
But the game is a perilous one. A false step may 
carry the Powers over the abyss. 


IT MAY NOT SPREAD. 


Washington Times: On the theory that the 
unexpected always happens, it may be possible 
again to localize thé present conflict to Austria 
and Servia. Five years ago it would have been 
written down as utter folly to assume that the 
Balkan allies could fight one successful war 
against Turkey and then fight another war among 
themselves, without drawing the rest of Europe 
into it; but they have done just those things. 
Today it seems all but impossible for Austria to 
crush Servia without precipitating the general 
conflict so long dreaded; but that also might be 
done. Great Britains counsels will be for non- 
interference; and those counsels, backed by the 
might of the British navy, may yet serve to keep 
Germany from interference. 


HOW GERMANY FEELS. 


Philadelphia Record: Popular sympathy in 
Germany is with Austria in this quarrel. The 
Servian Government is as little esteemed by Ger- 
mans as that of Ecuador or Nicaragua is in this 
country. The reign of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga was considered a joke until the palace 
butchery, which brought King Peter to the throne, 
changed the feeling of Germans into one of loath- 
ing. The Servian excesses during the campaign 
in Albania confirmed this feeling, and the assas- 
sination of Archduke Francis Ferdinand deep- 
ened it to horror. That Servian officials high in 
authority were implicated in this crime is an 
ineradicable conviction in Germany. To the force 
of popular sentiment must be added that of com- 


mercial and political interest. Austria blazes the 
way for German trade in the Orient, and the pres- 
sure eastward of the Hapsburg Empire is regarded 
in German political circles as manifest destiny. If 
Russia should come into conflict with Austria the 
pressure on the German Government to take 
sides with her ally would become well-nigh ir- 
retzistible. The Kaiser's capabilities as a preserv- 
er of peace would be put to the severest test they 
have ever experienced. 


A TERRIFIC STRUGGLE. 

Cleveland Leader: Germany has se=ni-of- 
ficlally announced that the interference of any 
third power in a war between Austria-Hungary 
and Servia would be the signal for instant action 
by the foremost military state of Europe, in behalf 
of Germany’s ally. Russia cannot fire a shot for 
Servia without bringing the German army into the 
field. France could not rush to the support of 
Russia without drawing Italy into the conflict. 

Such a struggle would be so terrific, so vast 
and so destructive that it will not be ventured 
upon for the sake of saving Servian pride from 
the sting of yielding to Austro-Hungarian de- 
and security of the dual monarchy shall be rig- 
crously suppressed. 


DOUBTFUL FACTORS. ' 
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Bloodshed in Ireland 


Philadelphia Ledgers The doubtful factors in 
the situation are how far the other members 
of the triple alliance are prepared to go to assist 
Austria-Hungary in suppressing Serb aspirations, 
and what Russia means to do to defend Servia 
from extinction. European militarism has been 
defended on the ground that it is merely an in- 
surance against war, and there have been ve- 
hement denials of any aggressive intentions on 
the part of the allies of the Dreibund.. That in- 
strument indeed is understood to be defensive in 
its terms, so that if Russia withholds its hands 
there is a reasonable prospect that any actual 
conflict between Servia and Austria-Hungary can 
be localized, as the Balkan wars were localized. 
This is the momentous “if” which for the moment 
overshadows every other consideration. 


NURSING HATRED. 

Chicago Tribune: Journalistic rancor has ex- 
cited natural prejudices. Germans have been 
taught to believe that Russia merely awaits op- 
portunity and that France, confident of renewed 
nilitary ability, will assume any risk that pre- 
sents itself. Germany has been a political issue 
in Great Britain and Great Britain has been a 
political issue in Germany. Austria and Italy 
have been near the breaking point over the East- 
ern question. Servia and Austria nourish intense 
hatreds. Greece and Bulgaria and Greece and 
Turkey stand on the threshold of war.

Be Centered on Officials 
With Large Powers. 


23 DIFFERENT OFFICES 


Election of Clerks by Long 
Ballot Is Declared to Be 
a Farce. 


The St. Louis Civic League in a 
public statement issued yesterday in 
the interest of the short ballot ad- 
vocates electing in biennial State 
elections only these officials who 
have legislative or large discretion- 
ary powers. This would fix respon- 
sibility definitely upon important ap- 
pointing officers, who can be watched 
by the people, the statement reads. 

“The only hope for a voter who 
wants to help pick the best men is to 
follow Gisinterested recommendations 
such as are made by various news- 
papers and the Municipal Voters’ 
League,” the Civic League Geclares, 
in reference te the present method. 

“No voter in gt. Louis will be able 
to ea his ballot intelligently be- 
cause de cannot possibly know 
erough about the candidates for 23 
different, offices to make an intelli- 
gent choice,” the statement says 
about the election next Tuesday. 
“The result of the primary wil not 
express therefore the will ef the 
voters. It will largely be a matter 
ef chance and political manipulation 
Thie long ballot makes the privflege 
of suffrage a farce. 

“Tt is ridiculous that we should 
elect in . Louis the clerks of all 
our courts, Whose names are practi- 
cally unknown to voters and whose 


| election is not a matter of public in- 


terest. The same is true of other 
clerical offices, like the Recorder of 
Deeds, the Constable, and the License 
Collector.” 

The Civic League recommends that, 
Inatead of voting for 38 officers, only 
10 of 12 should be voted on in this 
election, as follows: 

United States Senator, Congress- 
man, State Senator and State Rep- 
resentative, six to eight Judges, pre- 
ferably on a non-partisan ticket, a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, a Judge 
of the Circuft Court, Probate Jude 
and Judges of the lower courta, the 
Prosecuting Attorney.

ST. LQUISAN SEES 
THE PRESIDENT 
ON CLAYTON BILL 


T. L. Hausmann Argues Against 
Exclusive Agency Clause and 
Is Assured of Consideration. 


T. L. Hausmann, 
Overland Automobile Co., and also vice- 
president of the St. Louis Automobile 
Dealers’ Association, has returned from 
Washington, where he had a conference 
with President Wilson regarding pend- 
ing legislation, principally the Clayton 


bill, which is now being argued in the 
Senate. 

Mr. Hausmann was one of a commit- 
tee, the others of whom represented the 
National Glass, Hardware, Dry Goods 
and Jewelers’ associations, all of which 
are made up of the largest distributors 
and jobbers in their respective lines and 
whose business is directly affected by 
certain clauses in the Clayton Dill, one 
of which is the prohibition of exclusive 
agencies. 

Mr. Hausmann, who is one of the big 
automobile distributors in the West, 
states that as the automobile business 
is founded almost entirely on exclusive 
agencies, the effect of these clauses in 
the Clayton bill would mean a radical 
change in the methods of distributing 
and would simply make the retail agen- 
cy. a farce. 

The object of the Clayton Dill is to 
eliminate “unfair competition,” but 
neither Mr. Wilson nor any of the Judi- 
cial Committee, who are considering this 
bill, seem able to give a definition of 
what is “unfair competition.” In fact, 
Mr. Wilson stated that the term was as 
impossible to define as the term fraud,“ 
and in his opinion the Trades Commis- 
sion, which the bill would appoint, 
would simply have to establish prece- 
dents rather than definitions and follow 
the policy of judging each individual 
case on its merits as to whether fair 
or unfair. 

Mr. Wilson stated that he believed 
that In a great many instances the same 
methods or policy of a corporation, 
which would be judged unfair in one lo- 
cality, might be considered fair and 
proper in another, because of a differ- 
ence in the conditions. This opinion ap- 
peared to pave the way for unbounded 
confusion, and Mr. Hausmann, among 
other things, suggested that in cases 
where the commission would make rul- 
ings which were either not clear or, in 
the opihion of the corporation, unfair 
and prejudicial to its business, that such 
corporation would have appeal to court, 
where the corporation, as well as the 
Trades Commission, would both be rep- 
resented, and this was suggested as an 
amendment, because the bill as it was 
written, does not allow of any appeal. 

President Wilson said that he did not 
believe it was advisable to prohibit ex- 
clusive agencies entirely, but did not 
seem to be quite clear as to where to 
draw the line, and stated that as a rough 
guess it might be well to prohibit ex- 
clusive agencies in towns and cities of 
less than 100, 0000 population and allow 
them in cities of greater population. He 


opinion an exclusive agency in a small 
community practically amounted to a 
monopoly ,and restrained or prohibited 
the small merchant from obtaining or 
building up his business, whereas de 
larger centers of population it would 
not amount to a monopoly. 

Hausmann was impressed, during 
the conversation, with the feeling 
that Mr. Wilson was determined to 
pass some legislation, which would 
overcome many of the features which 
tend to build up monopolies and trade 
restraints, but was very far from 
clear as where to draw the Une, or 
what definition to use. 

To the Post-Dispatch Hausmann 
said: “I am confident that Mr. Wil- 
son is sincere in his effort, and is 
doing every thing, not only to fulfill 
his campaign promises, but to make 
conditions, which in the end, and in 
his opinion, will make business con- 
ditions bigger, better and broader, 
with an equal chance for everybody, 
and after explaining to me some of 
the difficulties, which presented them- 
selves in innumerable array, to be 
overcome in bringing about these 
conditions, it is surprising and a won- 
derful thing that he has succeeded 
as far as he has. 

“In discussing the general uncer- 
tainty of business at the present time, 
Mr. Wilson stated that he felt con- 
fident that the pending anti-trust 
legislation would be settled within 
the next six weeks, and fle was work- 
ing toward that end so that in as 
short a space of time as possible busi- 
ness would again go on with renewed 
vigor and confidence.” 

Mr. Hausmann says he feels highly 
elated at the opportunity of being in- 
vited to conference with President 
Wilson, because of the recognition 
which this gives the automobile dis- 
tributing business by the Administra- 
tion, as it certainly places it on an 
equal footing with any of the older 
established enterprises.

: The two-day race meet at Maxwelton 
track, Aug. 8 and 9, has already at- 
tracted the attention of the automobile 
world, and with Wild Bob Burman, 
speed king, and Louis Disbrow, track 
and beach champion, among the half- 
dozen drivers already entered, the pro- 
gram is sure to be one of the most at- 
tractive ever arranged, for a dirt course. 

Burman made many friends here two 
years ago, when he drove his Blitzen 
Benz under the world’s mark for both 
the mile and two-mile distances.

Foremost of the great drivers who 
will come to St. Louis aside from 
Speed King Burman and Track Cham- 
pion Louis Disbrow will be Eddie 
Rickenbacher, winner of the Sioux 
City $25,000 classic; Eddie Hearne, 
millionaire driver of Chicago and 
holder of many world’s speedway and 
hill climb records; Johnny Raimey of 
Cincinnati, former light car track 
champion of the world; Joe Cleary 
of Boston and other lesser lights in 
the racing world.

Local Studebaker representatives have 
received formal notification of the de- 
tails of the new Studebaker “four” and 
Six“ cars.

OW a spark struck in little 
N Servia swept in one short 
week through the com- 
bustible firewood of all Europe 
is shown by the following cal- 
endar of the last seven days: 


Saturday, July — The Aus- 
tria-Hungaridn Minister pre- 
pented a note at the Foreign 
Office in Belgrade stating that 

- Servia’s reply to Austria’s ul- 
timatum was unsatisfactory, 
and, with his staff, quitted the 
capital. The Servian King and 
his staff left Belgrade. 

Sunday—The Russian Minis- 
try officially announced: ‘“Rus- 
sia cannot remain indifferent in 
the crisis that has arisen be- 
tween Servia and Austria-Hun- 
gary.” An order for a partial 
mobilization of the Russian 
army was proclaimed. 

Monday—Premier Asquith of 
England and Sir Edward Grey, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
vainly attempted to persuade 
the nations to adopt media- 
tion. Only France and Italy 
consented. 

Tuesday—Austria - Hungary 
sent an official declaration of 
war to Servia. 

Weaneoday - Belgrade was 
attacked by Austrian troops. The 
British fleet sailed from Port- 
land under sealed orders. 
France's active army was re- 
ported to be concentrating upon 
the frontier. 

Thursday—Germany sent an 
ultimatum to Russia demanding 
within 24 hours an explanation 
of her intentions with regard 
to the mobilization of her 
troops. Russia’s reply was that 
“the mobilization is only par- 
tial and cannot be stopped.” 

 Eriday—Germany, by imperi- 
al decree. was declared “in a 
state of war,” and martial law 
was proclaimed in the Empire. 
Stock exchanges throughout 
the world, including those of 
London and New York, were 
closed indefinitely. German 
merchant ships in transatlantic 
service were ordered to remain 
in port until further orders.

War Situation Drives "Them 
From Continent in Effort to 
Reach United States. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—London is fast fill- 
ing with Americans compelled to forego 
continental tours. Every cross-channel 
steamer from France and Belgium is 
filled with American tourists, who, on 
advice of their Ambassadors, Ministers 
or Consuls, have left the continent on 
a minute's notice for England, which 
affords them their only chance of reach- 
ing home, 

Inability to get money is another in- 
ecantive for their desire to leave the 
continent. Express companies’ checks, 
which Americans universally carry on 


currency except at the highest rates of 
discount. 

W. H. Crane, the American actor, was 
among hundreds who left Paris hur- 
riediy Friday night. He said there was 
a veritable panic among Americans in 
the French capital. 

“On the advice of the Consul, I hur- 
riedly packed and rushed to the sta- 
tion,“ said Mr. Crane. There I fornd 
the depot crowded with Americans act 


ying on the game impulse, The trains 


were jammed. We were several hours 


Nate owing to the train being held on 


the French lines to enable the passage 
of trains loaded with French soldiers.” 
Checks Useless tn London, 

A few of those who arrived early were 
able to get berths on the steamers sail- 
ing for New York, Boston and Canadian 
ports, but the majority joined the big 
crowd of Americans who filled the Lon- 
don hotels. 

Later a boat from the Continent 
brought another large contingent of 
Americans who felt satisfied until they 
discovered their American checks were 
almost as useless in London as in the 
Continental cities. Regular customers at 
hotels and restaurants tonight who did 
not have gold or silver were politely in- 
vited to sign bills for payment at some

PRESIDENT WOULD |: 
PUT WORLD TRADE 


Agrees With Congressional 
Leaders on Plan to Admit 
Foreign Ships to Registry. 


transatlantic shipping from paraly- 
sis during the European crisis and 


avert a threatened blockade of Amer- 
ica’s bumper crops, President Wilson 
and congressional leaders agreed to- 
day upon an amendment to the Pan- 


ama act which will permit foreign 


ships to come under American regis~ 
ter. It will be pressed for passage 


Monday with the influence of the ad- 
ministration for prompt action. 

The bill would eliminate the re- 
quirement that a ship must be five 
years old to get the American reg- 
istry, would authorize the President 
to suspend the requirement that all 
watch officers must be Americans 
and suspend the requirement of sur- 
vey, inspection and measurements of 
foreign-built. vessels admitted to 
American registry. 

Gives President Authority. 

The bill will take effect immedi- 
ately upon enactment, as an emer- 
gency measure. After repealing cer- 
tain restrictions in the Panama act, 
the bill provides: 
nat the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized, when- 
ever in his discretion the needs of 
foreign commerce may require, to sus- 
pend dy order, so far as he may deem 
desirable, the provisions of the law 
prescribing that all the watch offi- 
cers of. vessels of the United States 
registered for foreign trade shall be 
citizens of the United States. 

“Under like conditions, in ke man- 
ner, and to like extent, the President 
of the United States also is hereby 
authorized to suspend the provisions 
of the law requiring survey, inspec- 
tion and measurement by officers of 
the United States of foreign-built 
vessels admitted to American regis- 
try under this act. 

“This act shall take effect imme- 
diately.” 

Deals Must Be Bona Fide, 

The bill is not expected to be 
opposed when unanimous consent for 
its passage is asked in the House 
Monday. None of the Democratic 
leaders favor letting down the bars 
so as to permit foreign ownership of 
American-registered vessels and the 
sentiment developed today was unan- 
imous that all conversions of for- 
eign built and owned vessels into 
American owned and registered ships 
must be rigidly bona fide. 

It was pointed out that unless this 
position was maintained there might 
be grave neutrality complications 
through ships of belligerent nations 
temporarily taking out American 
registry to evade the risks and high 
marine insurance that their own flag 
might involve. 

Under international law all ships 
of American registry must be owned 
by American corporations of Ameri- 
can citizens. Incidentally there is 
nothing in the neutrality laws that 
prevents American ships from carry- 
ing grain, cotton and similar non- 
contrabands to ports of nations that 
may be at war. 

“This is not a bill to build up a 
great merchant marine in the United 
States,” said Senator-elect Under- 
wood. “It is a temporary measure to 
relieve an emergency situation, in 
the event of nations going to war. 
I hope, however, that it will result 
im the upbullding of sufficient public 
sentiment in this country to bring 
about the enactment of laws that 
will restore the merchant marine.” 


150,000,000 Bushels of Wheat Await 


Shipment to Europe. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 1.—The news 
from Washington that a bill to ad- 
mit foreign ships to American regts- 
try was to be pressed for immediate 
passage by the administration, was 
hailed with relief today by the ex- 
port trade in this city. It is esti- 


mated that 150,000,000 bushels of 


wheat engaged for export within the 
last month, are being held up either 
in the West or at seaboard ports for 
lack of ocean transportation. At 
least 12,000,000 bushels have already 
accumulated on the seaboard and ex- 
porters have been hard hit. 

News was received here today in 
private cables that Englands grain 
importers are doing their best to 
relieve the situation. The Produce Ex- 
change firm of Gentles & MacLaren 
today received the following from 
Shipton, Anderson & Co. of London:

POULTRY RAISERS 


SHOULD EXAMINE 
FEED IN SUMMER 


Too Much or Bad Food Cause 
of Much Trouble With 
Fowls. 


It is not always convenient to have 


iia set of scales in reach while doing 


the feeding. To determine the proper 
proportions of feed by measure is 
far more handy. It will save time in 
feeding to provide three measures—a 
pint, quart and gallon cup. Then, by 
knowing the weights of the various 
feeds when measured out one can do 
the feeding quickly and accurately. 
The following table gives the aver- 
age weights of all poultry feeds in 
common use:

Careless with co during 10 hot 
weather months is the cause of an end- 
less amount of grief with many poultry 
raisers. Foods not only will taint much 
more rapidly in warm weather, but the 
injurious effects are very greatly in- 
‘creased. Overfeeding and the eating of 
too much heating and fattening food 
are other very common causes of trouble 
at this time of the year. 

Make sure that the feed is wholesome 
and a large proportion of summer poul- 
try aliments Will pass by your flock. If 
tabu scraps and kitchen waste are fed 
88 the chickens, see that the birds get 

immediately on leaving the kitch- 
en and before they have a chance to 
mold and become putrid by standing 
around in alop buckets or barrels. Beef 
scraps and meat in any form need par- 
ticular watching during hot weather. 

If the grain is bought it will pay well 
to make a careful examination of it 
before accepting it Many dealers seem

ISLAND REDS ARE 
‘LURE Ib BREEDERS 


Worthy Fowl So Greatly Im- 
proved in Last Decade Has 
Become Very Popular. 


The Rhede Island Red Club of America | 
gets out an official year book called 
“Red Hen Tales.“ Anyone who reads 
this book is greatly in danger of taking 
up this popular breed, whatever his pre- 
vious opinions of it may have been. The 
Red breeders are not lacking in enthuai- 
asm, to put it mildly. 

As I write 1 have before me the last 
issue of Red Hen Tales. The secretary 


of the club, and editor of the book, W. 
H. Card, starts off this way: “The 
lurid, rubescent, resplendent Rhose Is- 
land Red enthusiasm which dominates 
and permeates every written word of 
the many thousand letters received by 
your secretary in the course ef a year 
&re but the magnificent, scintillating 
color tones of our grand breed, finding 
expression in words and ideas that 
spring from the minds and hearts of 
their admirers in every country and 
clime.” Which is surely very nifty lan- 
guage, to say the least. But then all, 
or nearly all, that Card says and all 
that the other breeders say, in their 
articles or letters in Red Hen Tales, is 
true. 
There is ne discounting the Rhode 
Island Red. It i: doubtless exceeded in 
popularity by the Barred Rock alone. 
Some Red breeders assert it is the most 
popular of all breeds I have said in a 
previous article that in my judgment the 
Barred Rock leads all other fowls in 
popularity. I must still maintain that, 
but I assign second place to the Reds 
without question. 
The Rhode Island Red is named after 
the smallest of our states. It originated 
in New England, but in Massachusettes, 
as I believe, instead of Rhode Island 
The originator is generally conceded to 
have been William Tripp. John Macomb- 
er co-operated with him in his early 
efforts. They were both commercial 
poultry raisers and market men. They 
tried various crosses in erder to get a 
fowl that would be a good layer and a 
good table fowl and that would at the 
same time be hardy. The blood of sev- 
eral eties—Light Brahmas, Buff 
Cochins, Plymouth Rocks and others— 
were mingled in the early Reds. They 
were sometimes called Tripp fowls. It 
is said that the name Rhode Island Reds 
was first given to this variety by Isaac 
C. Wilbur of Little Compton, R. I. 

Decade of Rapid Progress. 
I wonder what those early Reds 
looked like. I do not doubt that they 
had merit as practical fowls but they 
must have been very crude in looks as 
compared with the modern Reds seen 
in our poultry shows. We can all recail 
that only 10 years ago they looked little 
better than mongrels, both as to color 
and shape. They did not have the fixed 
type that belongs to the established 
breed or variety. The Red breeders 
have had a good deal to contend with 
in the matter of obtaining correct color. 
They surely have worked wonders 
within the last decade. Greater progress 
has been made in no other breed or 
variety. There was little to admire in 
them then, on the artistic, side at least. 
Now every one, whether he breeds Reds 
or not, concedes that a modern Red is 
a beautiful fowl. 
There are two varieties of Reds, the 
single comb and the rose comb. The 
only difference lies in the comb. The. 
Reds are smaller than the Rocks and 
are the same in standard weight as the 
Wryandottes except that the pullet 
weight is given as a half pound lighter. 
Cocks weigh 8% pounds, cockerels 7% 
hens 6%, pullets 6. 
The shape of the Red is distinctive. 
This is true of all breeds. No two are 
alike in shape and no two should be 
alike. The shape makes the breed. 
The most marked features of the Red 
shape is its deep, long, horizontal body. 
While not a large bird its shape gives it 
the appearance of stamina and vigor. 
The breast ig full and round. The back 
is long and straight. The tall is car- 
ried moderately low, at an angle of 4 
degrees. The fluff is moderately full 
The legs are medium in length and size. 
The whole bird has an oblong appear- 
ance. All its shape. characteristics are 
practical features, for the Red is a 
practical bird, a good table fowl, a good 
layer, almost always hardy. 

Faults and Merits. 

It is a good deal given to broodiness. 
This is sometimes regarded as a fault, 
but in my opinion it is not more given 
to droodiness than the Barred Rock. 
Some will dispute this statement. Brood- 
iness with many is not an objection. I 
know that some of my neighbors who 
have early Red aitters can get pretty 
gcod prices for them, no matter what 
their quality. I do not breed either 
Reds or Rocks, but my observation has 
been that the Reds do not mature so 
quickly as the Rocks, but here again 1 
risk dispute. I shouldn’t say, as some 
breeders say, that the Reds have evéry: 
thing else beaten in all respects, but I 
do not hesitate to say that, taking 
Rhode Island Reds “by and large’ they 
are equal to any other fowls in prac- 
tical value. 

The male bird is red in plumage on the 
surface in all sections exvept the tail. 
The main tail feathers are tlack or 
greenish black, and so are the sickle 
feathers. The tall coverts are Mack, or 
mostly so, becoming red as they meet 
the back. The wing is rei on the sur- 
face. The primary wing feathers have 
the upper web red, the lower web Mack 
except a narrow edging of red at the

or black, or smuttinese m the under 
color. 

The general color of the female is 
the same as that of the male, except 
that the color is not so brilliant. The 
color of the female in general sno ‘d 
be the same as the color of the breast 
of the male.

“Summer Colds.” 

I have a flock of pullets, 5 months 
old. There is a rattling in the throat 
when they breathe. They stretch out 
their necks and almost choke.— A. F., 
Belleville, III. 

I believe your pullets have what is 
called a summer oold.” It im usually 
not very serious, but it should be 
stopped. Put a little kerosene in the 
drinking water, enough to cover ths 
surface thoroughly, and see that they 
get no other drinking water. Try this 
a few days and I believe it will effect 
a cure. Some such cases are quite ob- 
stinate and seem to run thelr course 
in spite of treatment. 


Ducks and Heat. 

We have a duck that seemed well in 
every way until Wednesday noon. Then 
I noticed that she constantly held her 
mouth open and made a noise as though 
she wanted to lay or as thouch she was 
suffering from the heat. By 5 o'clock 
her legs were so weak she fell over, 
still having her mouth open. We gave 
her a pill and she seemed better in the 
morning, but later she was as bad as 
ever.—Mrs. B. R., Itaska street, St. 
Louis. 

I think you guessed the trouble when 
you thought the duck acted as though 
affected by the heat. I fear the injury 
is too great to admit of cure. Keep her 
in as cool, well sheltered and well ven- 
tilated a place as possible. Cut out 
oracked corn. The other feed appears 
to be all right. See that she has plenty 
of cool, fresh water. 


Bumble Foot. ~ 


I have a fine Plymouth Rock cock. He 
seems to be healthy, but his right foot 
is swollen about twice its natural size 
and has been for three or four weeks. 
I have put some peroxide on it, but it 
gets worse. He can scarcely step on it. 
If he cannot be cured is he fit to eat 
Farmer.“ St. Louis. 

Without seeing it I should say that 
this is most likely a case of bumble 
foot, caused by a bruise. It may be 4 
sprain, or probably not. If bumble foot, 
it was caused by a bruise or by some 
foreign object piercing the foot. Cleanse 
it thoroughly and see if it does not re- 
cuire an operation on the bottom. There 
is probably an accumulation of pus. 
You can operate upon it with a sharp 
instrument. Cleanse it out thoroughly 
with.a 8 per cent solution of carbolic 
acid. Keep the bird in a clean place b 
himself. Bumble foot is a species of 
hloed poisoning. I should not want o 
eat a bird so affected. 


Fighting Mother Hen. 

I have a Buff Orpington hen that has 
her first little chicks. At feeding time 
she will pick the chicks of frying size 
and in doing so she picks off the skin, 
feathers and even some of the flesh off 
of the head.—W. L. R., Helena, Ark. 

I assume that the chicks she attacks 
are not her own, but are chicks of larg- 
er size than hers. Some hens will fight 
all chicks not their own and will often 
kill them. You can’t stop it se long as 
she is mothering her chicks if the older 
chicks are where she can get at them. 
Either place her and her brood away 
from other chicks, or take her chicks 
away from her and raise them by hand. 
I should follow the latter course at this 
season of the year. 


Feed for Ducks. 


I have some Gucks that lose the use 
of their legs. They are all right in the 
morning. In the evening they could 
not walk. Two of them have had this 
trouble and have recovered. Now a 
third has it Can I do anything fer 


are young ducklings, I suppose. It is 
doubtless a case of too much heat. Pro- 
tect them from the direct rays of the 
sun. See that they have plenty of wa- 
ter in a shaded place. Keep them sup- 
plied with green stuff. Feed corn spar- 
ingly if at all. Extreme heat, such as 
we are likely to have at this season of 
year, is pretty hard on ducklings. You 
are fortunate to have two of them re- 
cover. 


Poultry Dditer: Referring to your 
treatment of chigres, a friend of mine 
treats chickens for chigres this way: 
Take lard that has been used, commor- 
ly called drippings, and add a little 
salt. Grease the chickens with this on 
the head and under the wings at night. 
Let them have a pile of wood or cob 
ashes to wallow in. I hope this will 
aid someone.—Mrs. N.

A combination of sun and shade, free 
passage of air, clean quarters and fresh 
water is the thing for the hot weather. 


You can learn about quality of pure 
bred chickens if you watch them develop 
day by day. And it's a pleasure to pick 
out the good ones as they come along. 


It’s merciful, and it pays, to give the 
chickens, young or old, good, cool. fresh 
water three or font times a day during 
the heated season. 

If it is excessively hot throw some 
water on the ground in a shady place, 
so the old fowls can He in it. It will 
make them dirty, but that ia better than 
to have them suffer or die from the ex- 
treme heat. The young stock doesn’t 
feel the heat so much. 


Hens that show signs ef being “off 
r 
tion with a dose of epsom salts. Many 
poultrymen put the salts in drinking wa- 
ter occasionally. This should be done 
not oftener than once in two or three 
weeks, however. 

Plenty of shade for the flock is one of 
the essentials in hot weather. The hens 
should not be forced to go. into the 
house in the middle ef the day to find 
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Air Slacked Lime Aids 
Comfort and Profit. 


It Should Be Used Freely in the 


House and Yard During the 
Hot Weather. 


A barrel of air-slaked lime kept under 
cover in or near the poultry house will 
soon pay for itself. Lime makes an 
excellent disinfectant, and it serves 
to free the poultry quarters of foul 
odors during the hot weather season. 
Besides being a germicide it is also 
an effective insecticide and should be 
used freely for this purpose. 

After every cleaning of the poultry 
house in the summer time it is well to 
scatter air-slaked lime over the floor 
and dropping boards. Many poultrymen 
use it in small yaras or runs that are 
crowded, as it serves to keep the ground 
from getting foul. The birds also like 
to pick up the granules of lime, as 
they crave it for the mineral elements 
it contains for bone and egg shell 
making. 

Frequently one can obtain lumps of 
old and water-soaked lime Where a 
building has deen finished. These, 
pounded up and fed sparingly to the 
flock, will frequently help to make a 
better showing in the egg basket. 


Don’t forget that there is no better

The first great trouble im painting a portrait 
comes, as a rule, im getting the sitter to wear a 
natural expression. St. Louis would be very apt, 
if it knew it was sitting for its portrait, to put 
on a kind of smug look at first. Any city would. 
Probably this is why H. G. Wells and Arnold Ben- 
nett and Henry James have made such poor work 

of sketching us over here in Ameriea. 
There was hardly a city Arnol 
all hammering their tomtoms to announce that he was there) that did 
not present itself to Arneld Bennett full-head-on, self-conscious end 
first. All the self- important people a city had of eould seoop up 
gathered around him, headed him off and hedged him in so that he had 
no chance of seeing men or conditions as they really were. There was 
hardly a eity he visited that permitted him to have à single natural, 
human meal in it. The city was so busy posing to him that it had to do 
it while he ate. It was these people who steered Arnold Bennet every- 
where. Anybody in a city whom they caught behaving naturally while 


Arnold Bennett was around they spirited out of the way or slurred over. 


A great community in sitting for its portrait cannot look quite as 
smug or self-conscious as one single, compact person ean, of couse; but 
the forward element of the city—the part that makes strangers look at 

it and that has time to hold the self-conscious look—does so. 
3 The next thing that bothers in a portrait, if one gets past the self. 
conseious look, is the blank look. I wouldn't have 
very much trouble, perhaps, with St. Louis looking 
self-eonacious. It’s too big. The trouble with a 
big eity comes in keeping it from looking blank. 

The best wuy to keep a sitter from looking 
blank is to get him to thinking very hard of some- 
thing. The best way to get a man to thinking very 
hard of something is to get him started to thinking 
of something that he wants. This coneentrates and 
pulls him around into being somebody more natur- 
ally tham anything else. A blank look may be de- 
scribed as the look of a man who does not know 
what he wants—in the act of not knowing it. : 

This would be the first thing I would do in St. 

Louis, I think, before I got ready for the first 
sitting. I would try to set St. Louis to thinking 
what St. Louis wants. 

Then I would begin quietly... I would paint a 
picture ef St. Louis thinking what it wants.

Many public writers have complained of late that 
the American laws are too lenient with offenders, that 
criminal procedure is devised in behalf of the accused. 
Since the Missouri laws gave the option, in a murder 
trial, for the jury to decide whether a convicted person 
should be hanged or should be imprisoned, very few ver- 
dicts have recommended the extreme punishment, This 
tendency is probably less due to sentiment than to the 
fear of making a terrible, irreparable mistake. 

Such mistakes have been made in the past and not 
seldom. When it is remembered that hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons are convicted of criminal offenses in 
the United States every year, it is very probable that 
the mistakes have been nothing like commensurate 
with the cases in which justice has been done. Yet one 
mistake stands mountain high far outweighing, in 
popular estimate, the triimphs of law and order. 

The case of Sam Coltrane in O lahoma is a recent 
instance. When Coltrane was convicted of the murder 
ot a cousin, seme 10 years ago, he was sent prison 
for life, escaping the hangman’s noose by a stroke of 
luck.

RECIOUS stones are only pebbles whose rar- 
ity gives them special value. 
gems is regulated by their color, clarity 
and fashion. A great many people have 
them, or think they have them, for there 
are countless skillful imitations which de- 
ceive all but the expert. Chemistry has 

analyzed each and all of the precious stones, determin- 
ing their exact composition; and as soon as we know 
what makes up a substance, we are tempted to réproduce 
it. This is what has been done, with the sapphires, 
rubies and others. | 

Synthetic stones are corundums. The corundums ap- 
pear in a quadruple aspect: red, as rubies; blue, as 
sapphires, brilliant and transparent; the white sapphire: 
green, the Oriental sapphire. There is really a fifth 
variety, tbe violet corundum, which is the Oriental 
amethyst. 

The value of these different stones fluctuates from 
time to time. Sometimes they run as high as diamonds. 


Artificial reproduction began first with rubies. The 


chemists began first by trying fusion, producitig stones 
colored red, much like rubies. They tried to fuse to- 
gether a number of small rubies into one large stone, 
und sold the product as “reconstructed rubies.” Now, 
at last, they have succeeded in producing a stone identi- 
cal in all respects with the natural ruby, having its 
chemical, physical and crystallographic qualities. 

What, then, is a ruby? It is pure alum, colored red 
by a small quantity of oxyde of chromium. To incor- 
porate the chromium into the alum, the fusion of the 
mixture at a very high temperature is certainly the best 
process. But extremely high temperature was for a 
long time unrealizable. The diseoverv of the oxyhydric 
blow-pipe alone has made them possible. Experiments 
along this line were made, nevertheless: In 1837 Gaudin, 
in 1855 Sainte Claire Deville and Caron, obtafned rubies 
by the action of fluoric aluminum containing a little 
chromium upon boric acid; but the stone thus obtained 
was opaque and unsalable. In 1866 some artificial 
rubies appeared on the market, made by whom no one 
knew. Friedel, professor of the faculty of sciences, 
Paris, demonstrated that these stones, notwithstanding 
their brilliance, were not natural stones, on account 
of the shape of their globules, and other defects. It was 
only in 1904 that Verneuil, a professor at the museum, 
and collaborator with Fremy, discovered the operative 
method for the synthesis of this stone. He outlined 
the conditions indispensable for the production of rubies: 

1. Perform the fusion by using that part of the 
flame which is richest in hydr and carbon, 1. e., 
the hottest, to avoid bubbling and secure perfect re- 
fining. 

2. Produce the increase of the mass by layers placed 
from bottom to top to attain the refining upon a series 
of thin layers and the progressive solidification so that 
it will be transparent. 

3. Secure the fusion under such conditions that the 
contact of the lower product with its support win be 
limited to a very small surface, so as to reduce the 
number of: fissures to a minimum. 

To meet these conditions the blow-pipe is arranged 
vertically, being made up of a sort of funnel containing

funnel, in such a way that 
the mixture takes place 
only at the last instance. 
It appears that the results 
of the operation is made 
still more perfect if the 
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lighting gas is of pure hydrogen; but the high cost of 
this gas does not permit of its use generally. 

The flame of the blow-pipe attacks the point of a 
rod of refracting earth, which can be raised or lowered 


requires careful attention and minute precautions. 
After the introduction of the process just described, a 
number of factories each having 15, 20 or 25 blow pipes 
were opened. As the sale of artificial rubies increased, 
factories were started producing from eighty to one hun- 
dred pounds of rubies a day. At the same time less care 
was used in the manufacture, so that while the apparatus 
has been perfected further, the stones are less pure. 
The prices have gone down out of all proportion. In- 


stead of bringing eight or ten dollars a carat, crude syn- 


thetic rubies have fallen to two or three cents, and 
even as low as one cent. The current price of these 
poor rubies polished is about 50 cents a carat, but the 
cutting and polishing is the chief cost. Synthetic and 
natural rubies are identical. They have the same den- 
sity (4.01), the same crystallographic properties, the 
same fire, the same transparency, the same color, the 
same chemical composition. The defects of the natural 
rubies, what the jewelers call frogs, are also found in 
the synthetic. 

How, then, can we explain the fact that the price of 
the natural rubies has not diminished, but even in- 
creased. How it is that although jewelers nowadays 
will not buy rubies without a pedigree, as it were, 
France sends annually a million carats of scientific 
rubies to India? 

Are these the same stones which we sell for 3 cents a 
carat, which are sent back with the most formidable cer- 
tificates, and sold-in Paris for $100 and $120 per carat? 

The truth is that the most celebrated experts cannot 
tell.the difference between the scientific and the natural 
ruby. This is the reason why the public pawnshops of 
Paris refuse to loan money on rubies. 

But a word may be said here about the manufacture 
of other corundums. : 

The blue sapphire is not so highly esteemed as the 
ruby, its price being less than half. To manufacture 
the blue sapphire a blue coloring agent had to be found. 
In 1908 M. Paris proved that we can obtain a pearly 
blue color, perfectly transparent, by mixing some mag- 
nesia gradually with the ammoniacal alum. The ball 
obtained in this way is not spontaneously divided, as in 
the case of the ruby, and is not crystallized. It is a 
vind of alum-glass colored blue.

after passing through the flame. It masses on the rod 
and very soon forms a porous cone, opaque and rosy in 
color. The process continues, as the cone rises, the 
matter not coming near the hottest part of the flame. 
On contact with this high temperature, the alum begins 
to melt and ta es the form of a very thin thread, which 
spreads and grows, increasing as the oxygen is admitted. 
This admission must be progressive, otherwise the mass 
supported on the rod will melt. At the end of forty 
or fifty minutes the ball of melted alum, reaching the 
part of the flame which is too hot, commences to bub- 
ble. Then the operation must stop suddenly by clos- 
ing by one motion, the two valves admitting the gas, or 
we shall Lave cracks and fissures in the ruby. 

The cone-shaped stone secured in this way weighs 


about five carats. This is the average size. We may get. 


larger stones by lowering the supporting rod gradually, 
so that a larger mass of the powder will melt, in 
which case the duration of the operation will be just 
so much longer. In this way it has been possible to 
produce stones of from ten to fifteen carats. In every 
case the crystalline cone divided into two parts along 
its axis, either spontaneously or by a blow when it is 
being polished: 

We have seen that the powder used is made up of 
ammoniacal alum and chrome alum. By increasing or 
decreasing the amount of the latter it is possible to vary 
the tint of the rubies made. 

The powder is carefully Washed- and calcined ‘at a 
high temperature in the furnace. What remains is pure 
alum and oxide of chromium. The beauty of the stone 
will depend upon the purity of the products used.

The paper is cut in strips across the roll, the strips 
being about one inch or an inch and a quarter wide 
as some paper is a little stiffer than oth: 78 

These strands are used in braiding and’ they are

GOOD idea of the limited state of 
our knowledge of the upper air 
may be had from the following, 
which is an extract from a letter 
written by Dr. William Napier Shaw, di- 


‘rector of the British Meteorological Of- 
‘fice and president of the Permanent 
International Meteorological Committee, 
in reply to an article by W. H. Mallock 


and published in Nature. Dr. Shaw is 


describing what he calls his “own imper- 
fect idea” of the stratosphere, as the 


uppermost layer of the mymosphere is 
called. 

Imagine,“ he writes, “a ghell of upper 

atmosphere eontaining no water vapor, 
separated by a smooth surface which, for 
the time being, we will suppose a ‘level 
surface. The shell under consideration 
is isothermal or increases in temperature 
upward until a region of approximately 
uniform temperature is reached. It is 
imperfectly transparent to radiation, but 
it has no convection of the ordinary local 
character and is supposed not to be af- 
fected by convection from below. 

“In this environment considerations of 
stabflity may lead us to conclude that 
locally cooled air will find its way over 
the smooth surface toward the equator 
and locally warmed air toward the polar 
regions. So, we shall get primarily a 
concentration of cold air over the equa- 


tor and warm air over the poles. That,

‘will eventuate in an eastward circula- 
tion, the wandering toward the equator 
in a westward circulation. Outside the 
equatorial. region horizontal presgure- 
difierences will be balanced by the east- 
erly motion, the lines of flow in the tem- 
perate and polar stratosphere being at 
once isobaric lines. and isothermal lines;

Heart Wounds Sewn Up 
RUSSIAN surgeon named Zeidler 
reports 31 patients who recovered 
from stab wounds of the heart in 
| the hospital at Obuchow. Prompt 
and rapid operation is the probable rea- 

son for this good showing. 

The patients were all put under the in- 
fluence of ether very soon after the in- 
jury, part of the chest wall was removed, 
the heart lifted from its bed and the 
stitches quickly introduced between pulsa- 
tions. The bony chest wall over the heart 
was not put back in place, that organ 
being left covered only by skin and 
muscle. This was done to give the heart 
room to expand and to prevent adhesions 
from embarrassing the heart’s action. 
Several of the patients are at their daily 
work after seven years since the opera- 
tion. 
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Measuring the Atlantic 


HE German Goedetic Institute at 

Potsdam and the Coast and Geoy., 
detic Survey. at Washington are 
engaged in an interesting at- 
tempt to redetermine the distance be- 
tween America and Europe, with greater 
accuracy. The Washington authorities 
have undertaken to measure the distance 
between the American capital and Horta, 
in the Azores, while the Potsdam insti- 
tute will take up the.stretch between 
the Azores apd Berlin.

about 70,000,000, 000, 000 could be laid upon 
a square inch. In a liquid containing 
one-twentieth of a gram of gold per 
liter, or 0.005 per cent, there are about 
1,000,000,000 particles in every cubic mil- 
limeter, and, if the metal be silver, the 
number is about twice as great. The col- 
losol of silver contains 0.05 per cent. so 
in every cubic centimeter (15 drops) 
there are about 20,000,000,000,000 particles.

Each being elec- 
trified in the same manner, they repel 
each other. Consequently they never lose 
their electric charge. 

if, however, a foreign neutral body, a 
microbe, for instance, enters the solution, 
these electrified particles are not repelled 
from it, but may even be attracted by it. 
In any case, being of much greater mass— 
about 330 times as large—‘the microbe 
will recetve the charge of thousands or 
millions of particles of metals, and this 
may very conceivable cause its death.”
